A 
blind I'-ersons memory Is not above 
average, the speaker added, but he has 
a superior power of voluntai-j- atti^n- 
tion. 

An udveniltiousiy blind man has -i 
very ritlh Imagination, while a deaf 
person probably has a visual imagery- 
above the .•LVi.ra4;e, Jllliid pcopli; diï.'Lm 
according lo their visual inBigery. A 
ccriniii Toronto blind man has two 
selves hi his droiun.-!, a "tough" man 
:uid a "seeing" man. 

Hlind people e;ui K.-iiil b; being able 
to interpret their loijoh ten.iaiions Into 
symbol'. Contrary to the general op- 
inion, the sensitivity of the blind Is 
a little beliw normal. This pror%'eH that 
their .-ibllity to re.ul lie» not with tboir 
.sensitivity, but with their ability to 
Inienprel; ■ ' - -

In , con'clus'on, Alerry stressed the 
imi>ort,ancc of gl\'lng blind children 
more training In inter-pretallon, by 
means of the other senses, and of let- 
ting .them ' shift for themselves at --in 
early age. It Is interpretation, not 
sense training, that counts. The psy- 
chologist is too apt" to judge the 
mont«llty of blind people by his o^.vn 
standard, without making allowance!.' 
for his limited scope of learning.
